Citizens helping to shape 
school system objectives 


An ambitious program to 
involve citizens in shaping goals 
of the Granite City Community 
Unit School District is con- 
tinuing, and more than 10,000 
persons are scheduled to “get 
into the act” starting next week. 

System goals and student 
goais newly developed by a 
Citizens’ Advisory Committee 
and ratified by the Board of 
Education form the basis for the 
new approach to formation of 
school objectives in the Granite 
City-Stallings-Pontoon Beach- 
Mitchell area 

The next step will be 
presentation of 51-question 
surveys to four categories of 
people: high school students; 
parents of elementary and 
junior high school pupils; 
professional educators; and 
interested citizens. 

Working toward a Jan. 1 
deadline, the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committeee headed by Edward 
L. Edwards will utilize the 
questionnaire findings to 
determine specific needs. 

The school board has agreed 
to respond to the needs which 
are pinpointed ‘to the best of its 
ability and the resources 
available.”

Preliminary returns from 
informal balloting show a heavy 
preference in the Quad-Cities 
for annexation to Belleville 
Area College. 

The issue submitted to Press- 
Record readers was as follows: 

“If junior college services are 
mandatory, and if an entirely 
new district is not permitted, I 
favor the Venice-Madison- 
Granite City-Pontoon Beach- 
Mitchell area being annexed to 
Belleville Area College at 
Belleville or Lewis and Clark 
Community College at God- 
frey.” 

Ballots received so far show 
more than 87 per cent prefer 
BAC to Lewis and Clark. 

Some of those voicing this 
annexation preference note that 
an entirely new junior college 
district would be their first 
choice. 

‘The staff of the Illinois Junior 
College Board has recom- 
mended that the board reject 
petitions for a new local district, 
Southwestern, at a meeting Oct. 
19 at Rend Lake College. 

Dr. Fred L, Wellman, 
executive secretary of the 
IJCB, sought Friday to indicate 
that the Junior College Study 
Committee formed here has 
been critical of the board. He 
then defended the board and 
noted that it has not yet acted 
regarding the Quad-Cities’ 
junior college prospects. 

Actually, the study com- 
mittee formed by the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of 
Commerce has not been 
critical of the JCB, a 
member said. 

Rather than the board, the 
criticism has centered on Dr. 
Wellman regarding his 
tions and statements— a 
the limited information he has 
authorized to be relayed to the 
NCB. 

Another member of the local 
study committee, Dr. W. Deane 
Wiley of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, last 
week accused the IJCB staff of 
attempting a “public 
legitimation of a prior decision” 
to block a new junior college 
which would have close 
cooperation with SIUE. 

Dr. Wellman now says he has 
not ruled out either South- 
western College or Belleville 
Area College. But he had 
conceded in. writing last month 
that he was on the verge of 
recommending local an- 
nexation to the Lewis and Clark 
College, without awaiting 
further resolutions from the 
Granite City, Madison and 
Venice Boards of Education.

Panel to help Gov. Walker 
choose state school board 


Gov. Dan Walker has an- 
nounced creation of a special 
search and nominating com- 
mittee to recommend ap- 
pointments to the newly 
established state board of 
education. 

Under the law, appointments 
to the state board are made by 
the governor. 

‘The special panel will be 
headed by Robert E. Brooker, a 
member of the board of trustees 
of the University of Chicago, a 
life trustee of the University of 
Southern California and a 
former trustee of Illinois 
Institute of Technology and 
George Williams College 

Brooker is also a trustee of 
the Chicago & North Western 
Transportation Co., which 
operates the Chicago & North 
Western Railway. He _ is 
chairman of the executive 
committee of Marcor, Inc., 
parent company for Mont- 
gomery Ward —& Co. and 
Container Corp. of America. 

Also serving on the Brooker 
panel will be Warren Bacon, 
Dorothy J. Benner, Edward E. 
Curtis, Irving Dilliard, Wesley 
T. Hardin, Vivian Hickey, Alice 
B. Ibrig, Joseph P. Pisciotte, 
Richard P. Stone and Shirley H. 
Sudow. 

‘The panel announced Friday 
will recommend persons to fill 
the 17-member board—eight 
from Cook County, two from 
each of the other four judicial 
districts in the state, and one 
member at large. 

The special panel will 
recommend 50 persons to the 
governor. The governor will 
choose from the list. 

All recommendations 
received by the governor's 
office directly will be forwarded 
to the panel for consideration. 

The newly created state 
board will have jurisdiction 
over public and private schools 
from pre-kindergarten through 
high school and vocational 
training institutions 


The board will not supersede 
or take over functions of local 
level school boards. 


The state board, under the 
new law, will select the chief 
executive officer to replace the 
elected superintendent of public 
instruction, when it receives its 
constitutional authority in 
January 1975. 


Gov. Walker said: 

“Mlinois is launched on a new 
experiment in education 
through an appointed board and 
an appointed chief executive. 

“This innovation has as two of 
its objectives eliminating of 
politics from education and 


broadening the base of par- 
ticipation in our educational 
system decisions. 

“Through the establishment 
of this special panel which I 
know will make its decisions on 
the basis of merit, not only are 
we eliminating politics, but we 
will be eliminating even the 
appearance of politics.

Scout October theme 


Fire prevention, __ fire 
protection and fire’ escape 
planning are being emphasized 
by Boy Scout Troops of the 
Cahokia Mound Council during 
the month of October in con- 
nection with Fire Prevention 
Week, that officially is this

“Approximately 80 per cent of 
all deaths from fire occur in the 
home,” Dr. Thomas Layloff, 
activity chairman of the local 
council, said. ‘‘Moreover, 
second to falls, burns and 
fire-connected deaths are the 
principal causes of home 
fatalities in all age groups 
between 5 and 65 years of age,” 
he said. 

As part of their training, 
Scouts are able to demonstrate 
answers to questions related to 
fire safety in the home, ac- 
cording to Dr, Layloff. 

Among the questions are 
the following; 

Do you know how to turn in a 
fire alarm? 

Do you know the telephone 
number of the fire department? 

Do you have a plan of escape 
from your home in case of fire? 

Do you hold fire drills in your 
house? 

Dr. Layloff explained that 
Scouts learn how to draw up a 
fire safety plan that can be used 
by individual boys and their 
families, to check on home fire 
hazards and to prepare for a 
possible fire in their home. 

Cub Scouts also are learning 
about the major causes of fire in 
the home during their October 


Den meetings. 

Dr. Layloff suggested that 
adults Should follow the 
example of the Boy Scouts of 
America by practicing pre- 
planned escape procedures 
from fires that might break out 
in their homes. 

He also suggested adults 
participate in the ‘Tot Finder” 
program and to call their local 
fire department for details.

Unlikely any governor will 
be on 1976 national ticket

Springfield — The Statehouse 
has quietly filed and forgotten 
that occasional speculation that 
Gov. Daniel Walker will be on 
the Democratic national ticket 
in-1976. 

The feeling beneath the 
Statehouse Dome is that there is 
about as much chance of 
Walker being picked for 
President or Vice President as 
there is of Northwestern 
playing in the next Rose Bowl. 

Ironically, what has. firmly 
closed the window on any 
Walker opportunity, in the view 
of the Capitol cynics, is the 
Agnew affair. 


Spiro T. Agnew advanced to 
the vice presidency and to 
momentary leadership in the 
1976 presidential sweepstakes 
via the governorship of 
Maryland. Now it is that very 
office that has doomed his 
political future. 

It could happen to any 
governor, past or present, and 
especially of a state as large or 
populous as’ Maryland or 
Tinois: 

So much money is spent on 
public works, particularly high- 
ways, that the possibility of 
some of it becoming involved in 
campaign contributions or 
bribery of some state officials, 
is considered by#some to be 
virtually unavoidable. 

In Illinois, several in- 
vestigations into highway 
contracts are known to be under 
way on both the state and 
federal levels. These involve 
administrations previous to 
Walker's, but the possibility of a 
spillover can’t be overlooked. 

In any event, Walker is 
already up to his ears in 
campaign contribution con- 
troversy. centering chiefly 
around Chicagoan Anthony 
Angelos, whom Walker tried to 
appoint state Insurance 
Department director. 

The Angelos affair is kept 


; alive by continuing allegations 


that some Illinois liquor dealers 
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illegal donations to Walker's 
1972 campaign. 

Walker has already had 
enough unfavorable publicity on 
this and other matters to 
eliminate him as a new, 
crusading or reform governor 
such as the late Adlai E. 
Stevenson, who vaulted to the 
Democratic 1952 presidential 
nomination after a single term 
as governor. 

Whatever else Democrats 
may be looking for in fashioning 
their ticket in 1976, it will be 
candidates who can face | the 
public without a hint of blemish 
from elective offices previously 
held. 

Itis likely the Agnew case has 
automatically disqualified any 
governor from a spot on either 
national ticket in 1976. 

The selection will probably 
come from the ranks of United 
States senators, whose chances 
of becoming involved in 
questionable situations are far 
less than those of governors 
running things back home. 

That's why Statehouse 
politicians in looking ahead rate 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles 
H. Percy and Democratic U.S. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson as the 
only Illinoisans with a chance to 
land on their respective party's

Spotted fever considered 
a health threat in state 


Just because Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever hits seldom in 
Illinois, it may be more of a 
health threat to the individual 
victim than it should be, says 
the Department of Public 
Health. 

Last year, there were 12 cases 
of the disease reported in the 
State. So far this year, there 
have been 13, according to Dr. 
Russell Martin. 

A veterinarian’ in the 
department's Division. 
Disease Control, he says there 
probably will be a few more, 
though cases decline 
dramatically after —mid- 
September in this part of the 
nation. 

Dr. Byron Francis, in the 
disease control division, said 
spotted fever accounted for a 
number of deaths before the 
development of antibiotics. 

While it can now be con- 
trolled, it must first be 
diagnosed, 

Therein lies thé problem. he 
said, since most physicians are 
not likely to immediately think 
of Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever unless a patient mentions 
he had been bitten by a tick 10 
days to two weeks before 
becoming ill. 

The ticks which carry the 
disease use as natural hosts 
varieties of squirrels, rabbits, 
chipmunks, weasels, marmot, 
rats and mice. 

Infection of man is apparently 
incidental, and the ticks also 
can pass the disease on to 
domestic pets. Pets, however, 
seem to recover spontaneously 
with no treatment, and in fact, 
usually show no symptoms. 

Presence of Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever in dogs, Dr. 
Martin said, can be determined 
only by blood tests which show 
the animal is infected. 

With increases recently in 
outdoor activity — such as 
hiking, camping and back- 
packing — the department has 
issued a set of guidelines for 
treating tick bites. 

While chemical _ tick 
repellants are available, they 
should supplement, not replace, 
careful dressing when in areas 
where ticks may be present 

Garments with tight wrists 
and ankles, highboots, leggings 
or socks worn outside the 
trouser legs may help prevent 
the tick becoming attached. 

Despite every precaution, 
some ticks may reach the body 


—— 





anyway, so careful checks of 
the body and clothing should be 
made several times daily 
during long exposure outdoors, 
since ticks seldom attach at 
once and apparently only rarely 
transfer infection until they 
have fed for Several hours. 

Children should be examined, 
including the scalp and back of 
the neck every six hours, and 
the entire unclothed body 
should be ly examined 
at bedtime. 

‘Ticks, when found, should be 
removed immediately by 
simply pulling them out either 
with small forceps or a piece of 
paper held in the fingers. 

Hands should be washed 
immediately with soap and 
water which should also be used 
generously to clean the bite 
area, followed by any common 
skin antiseptic solution. 

Dr. Martin said procedures 
for removal are the same for 
animals as for humans, while 
Dr. Francis noted that there is 
“a wide body of folklore about 
ways of removing ticks,” but 
that simply pulling them’ out is 
generally believed to be best, at 
least by amateurs. 

In Miinois, incidence of tick 
infestation is chiefly in June, 
July and August, in the nor- 
thwest part of the state starting 
about Rock Island and swinging 
down the western side_of the 
state to about the Springfield 
area, and then picking up again 
to include nearly all of south- 
ern Illinois. 

Anyone becoming ill within 
two weeks after having been 
bitten by a tick should be sure to 
mention this to the doctor, Dr. 
Francis said.

research report 


Traffic congestion and ‘other 
problems of customer 
distribution through shopping 
centers in this metropolitan 
area can be avoided through 
planning, according to research 
concluded at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville, 

The research was conducted 
by James R, Doyle as part of 
requirements for the master of 
science degree in city 
regional planning. . 

Doyle said the six shopping 
centers he studied developed 
through accretion, without 
extensive planning for parking, 
appearance, or the circulation 
of consumers among the 
several stores. 

“In many instances, the 
developers did not realize they 
were beginning centers, nor 
were they concerned with other 
facilities in the area. The 
developers knew their area 
would grow, but they did not 
pay any attention as to how 
much,” Doyle’s report says. 

He recommends that plan- 
ners take a more active-role in 
helping developers plan 
shopping centers that will 
better serve consumers, while 
at the same time applying 
established principles fo 
shopping center design to im- 
prove retail sales.

Pessimism on fuel 
oil for this winter 


The president of one of the 
Midwest's major suppliers of 
fuel oil said last week that 
Illinois home owners would be 
well advised to “go home, pull 
on their sweaters, and turn 
down the thermostat.” 

Blaine J. Yarrington, 
president of Amoco Oil Co., 
observed that ‘‘just as there are 
bulls and bears in the stock 
market, so are there among 
fuel-oil forecasters. And my 
mood, “he added, “happens to 
be pretty ‘bearish’ at the 
moment,” 

He addressed the third annual 
awards dinner of the Financial 
Management Association of the 
Illinois Manufacturers 
Association at the Pick 
Congress Hotel, Chicago. 

“Right now,” Yarrington 
explained, ‘we are looking at a 
probable national distillate 
shortfall on the order of one per 
cent; thoughtful fuel con- 
servation practices could 
bridge the gap. 

“Conservation may sound 
like a simplistic solution, but it 
happens to be effective. One 
reason we came through the 
summer without massive 
gasoline runouts was because 
mgtorists rethought their 
driving habits and reduced their 
consumption,” he added. 

Yarrington said that if the 
winter in Illinois and the 
Midwest is warm, ‘we probably 
can get by with only a few 
small, spot shortages."” 

He cautioned, however, that it 
will be extremely difficult for a 
manufacturer wanting to switch 
from some other fuel to 
distillates to find a supply. 
“Those who use fuel’ oil as a 
standby for natural gas can 
expect some difficulties,” he 
added. 

Observing that the nation’s 
over-riding need “is for the 
immediate development of a 
comprehensive national policy 
on energy,’ Yarrington said 
such a policy would have’ an 
effect on long-term energy 
supplies rather than on im- 
mediate problems. 

He added that “the fuel 
shortages we are now ex- 
periencing are the direct result 
of our lack of such a policy in 
the past.”” 

Yarrington took govern- 
mental policy makers to task 
for “overlooking basic in- 


formation” on oa nouetry 
energy problems 

As an example, he cited a 
survey conducted by the Ilinois 
Manufacturers Association 
which he: said that 
sufficient numbers of Mlinois 
factories have operative coal- 
burning facilities which, if 
permitted reactivation by 
relaxation of clean-air stan- 
dards, could save 3.5 million 
barrels of fuel oil and 30 billion 
cubic feet of gas per year. 

“Our present situation can be 
more aptly described as +# 
decision crisis than an energy 
crisis,” Yarrington said. 

“America’s oil industry isn't 
foundering. We know what we 
must do, and we are getting on 
with it as best we can. 

“But we are being stymied by 
the lack af cohesive government 
policy.” : te

Another nine-year-old Granite 
Cityan, John Allen ‘Young, was 
disclosed by the Press-Record to be 
See ceo an incurable con- 
dition h eventually will make 
him totally blind. 

He had voiced the hope of seeing 
principal historic sites to store them 
in his memory before his sight is 
gone. Local residents reacted in- 
stantly to help develop ways in 
which the Niedringhaus School pupil 
could travel extensively. 

His life has been enriched by the 
experiences his fellow Quad-Cityans 
have helped bring about through 


theif warm, generoys interest and 
action. 

The same kind of outpouring of 
concern—and willingness to do 
something about it+developed 
during the December 1972 Salvation 
Army “Tree of Lights” campaign. 

An unprecedented financial target 
of $12,000 was established and 
surpassed. 

As a result, the holidayS were 
brighter for a large number of 
people in need. 

Families numbering 550—totaling 
several thousand persons—received 
food baskets, 337 local school 
children obtained clothing and 
shoes. 

Hundreds of other youngsters 
were given toys and dolls, and there 
were seasonal gifts to Scott Air 
Force Base patients and to aged 
yesidents of several nursing homes.

Cityans care: When they recognize & 
need, their hearts melt, and ‘“‘money 
is no object.” They also are un- 
selfish with their time and energy.

‘Thus, some may have con- 
cluded that the decision to 
make: International Business 
Machines pay the gmail and 
money-losing Telex Corp. 
$352.5 million for IBM's ‘‘at- 
tempt to monopolize” the 
computer peripherals busi- 
negs was some kind of victory 
for free enterprise.

‘The Jystice Department is 
pursuing an antitryst case 
against IBM vis-a-vis these 
solid competitors, and there 
will probably be no definitive 
judgment on the matter for 
years, although IBM settled 
out of court with Control Data 
last year in a private suit. 

IBM and its competitors in 
turn knock heads with smaller 
cofnpanies, which make pe- 
ripfieral equipment ‘(such as 
Telex), provide computer-re- 
lated services or lease com- 
puters. 

Many if not most of these 
eompanies are financially 
troubled. The computer leas- 
ing companies are in desper- 
ate trouble, for good reason. 

From the beginning their 
raison q’etre was liberal ac- 
counting. They it com- 
puters from IBM and leased 
them to customers at a cheap- 
er rate than did IBM. In the 
process, they stretched out 
depreciation rates on the 
computers to a point which 
stretched credulity in the eyes 
of many accountants. 

‘Two of these were conglom- 
erates in disguise, and their 
corporate mandates can be 
challenged. Leasco Data Pro 
cessing, which became a hot 
stock, used the Chinese mon- 
ey to take over Reliance In- 
surance (presently its main 
source of earnings) and other 
enterprises. It failed in an at- 
tempt to take over New 
York's Chemical Bank. 

Levin-Townsend Cornputer 
(now named Rockwood Com- 
puter) caused some raised 
eyebrows by using its inflated 
stock to buy two Las Vegas

gambling casinos. 

Similarly, the peripheral 
manufacturers, such as Tel- 
ex, Memorex and others, have 
been criticized for their ac 
counting policies. 

In the Telex-IBM case, it 
myst not be forgotten, the 
judge awarded IBM $21.9 mil- 
lion for Telex’s ‘programmed 
and massive invasion" of IBM 
‘secrets. Telex was ordered to 
stop hiring IBM employes, 
stop copying IBM copyrights 
and stop using IBM's confi- 
dential information. 

But IBM was assessed the 
astounding sum of $352.5 mil- 
lion ~ equal to one-quarter of 
profits —- for attempting to 
monopolize the peripherals 
business. 

The judge also ordered IBM 
to disclose publicly the design 
of any new product, so that 
any “qualified manufactur- 
er” could reproduce it. 


Further, the jydge said that 
IBM coylg not put penalty 
clauses in its lease contracts, 
and must henceforth sepa- 
tately price each piece of its 
systems, in place of the "‘bun- 
died” practice. 

The first requirement — 
that IBM share its technologi- 
cal secrets ~~ is totally con- 
trary to the principles of the 
capitalistic system. Extended 
broadly, such @ coricept would 
do irreparable e to. the 
present battle for technolog- 
ial innovation which keeps 
our system perking.

200th anniversary in 1976 
reminds us of the foresight of 
the men who made the concept 
of a free press a foundation of 
this free countrry, 

The concept of a free press 
was laid down before the 
American Revolution by Sir 
William Blgékstone as follows: 

“The liberty of the press is 
indeed essential to the nature of 

+ a free state, but this consists in 
laying no previoys restraints 
upon publication, and not in 
freedom from censure for 
criminal matter when 
published." 

The Founding Fethers knew 
some had a fear of democracy 
as well as @ fear of despotism. 

The best cyre they found that 
disposed of these fears was the 
guarantee of freedom of speech 
and freedom of the press which 
was incorporated into the First 
Amendment. 

Freedom of the press is 
guaranteed in order that 
people may have sufficient 
information to participate in- 
telligently as self-governing 
members in a democratie or- 
der. 

Thomas Jefferson cautioned 
us when he said, “Our liberty 
depends on the freedom of the 
press and that cannot be limited 
without being lost.” 

The American® press sees 
itself as not only having @ 
constitutional right to print, but 
also g duty to print—which 
means seeking out information 
that bureaucrats may or may 
not want to divulge. 

In this schizophrenic nuclear 
erg the spokesmen for sanity 
should be the calm journalistic 

‘voices. But in spite of the 
unhappiness with our society 
the press owes the people ab- 
solute intellectual honesty. 

It must continye to tell them 
how it is painful as it may be 
for them as well as the press. 
"Tt given the truth, the people 
can be depended upon to meet 
any national crisis. , 

The great point is to bring 
people the truth. 

Public opinion based on 
misinformation will pyt our 
country into great trouble. 

The truth can be like a 
sleeping giant, slow to rouse, 
but mangniiecat in its strength. 

In arriving at the trutn, the 
press should not inflame the 
publi¢ pyrposely, but neither 
should it lull the public into 
false sense of security. 

Our press is not a tenant of 
political power and that is why

almost nothing goes on in 
government that is not 
examined, re-examined, 
plumbed, analyzed, guessed 
about, criticized and 
caricatured by the media. 

All this affects the American 
people, as it should.

‘The virtue of liberty and the 

round on which we may best 

stify our belief in it, is that it 
will tolerate errors in order to 
serve the truth. 

The liberty exercised by the 
press belongs to the people and 
not the press alone. 

The jailing of reporters for 
refusing to reveal their sources 
does not megn an end to 
freedom of the press. 

The tradition of courageous 
reporting is done in the 
knowledge that reporters are 
willing to puffer for it. 

Not special legal protection 
but their ethics and principles 
have kept them from revealing 
sources, To each reporter, there 
18 a sacred commandment: 
never violate a confidence. 

When he accepts the in- 
formation for his story and 
assyres his souree anonymity, 
he is bound by that com- 
mandment. To yield would be 
an act of surrender of a free 
press. 

Consistent with the freedom 
of the press and the people's 
right to know, the press should 
continue with pride to state that 
it will not reveal its sources, and 
darn the consequences. 

The public's esteem of the 
press will never decline as long 
as the press never loses its faith 
or esteem in itself. 

There is no other institution in 
American life as deliberately 
open te criticism as the press. 

The gins of a careless lawyer 
or scientist can long remain out 
of the public eye, but the sins of 
inept journalism are flaunted 
before the public instantly and 
get instant reaction when they 
come out in print 

‘The newspaper today is more 
than a mechanical recorder of 
news. 

It is becoming a moral and 
intellectual institution with 3 
creed, a mission and dedication. 

A great deal has has beer 
written and said about 
importance of a free press. The 
term has almost become a 
platitude. 

Lest we forget, however, 
many so called platitudes are 
facts and this is the case with 
our free press. 

Withoyt such an institution, 
freedom itself would be on its 
way out of our lives.

The splashdown and recovery of 
the Skylab H astronauts went so 
smoothly it is hard to realize that 
this longest-of-all space missions 
got off to such a shaky start two 
months ago. The three men who 
came back to earth in remarkably 
good shape were the same who 
were almost immobilized with 
motion sickness the first few days 
in their orbiting laboratory. The 
Apollo command ship that 
brought them back was the same 
that developed thruster problems 
almost serious enough to call for a 
rescue mission. 

However, the ability of our as- 
tronauts and their ground crews 
to deal with the unexpected has 
come through again. Skylab II is 
going into the books as a superla- 
tive success, and the crew for 
Skylab III is warming up for a 
third and final visit to a space 
workshop that is more than re- 
turning its investment in scientif- 
ic and technical data. 

We have taken a big step up the 
ladder of man-in-space. Skylab IT 
commander, Alan Bean has re- 
corded more hours in space than 
any other human. His crewmates, 
Dr. Owen Garriott and Maj. Jack 
Lousma, have run up enough time 
to'tie for second. They are living 
evidence of the ability of the hy- 
man organism to keep functioning 
in the strange environment of 
weightlessness. 

Capt. Bean had remarked be- 
fore the mission that it would take 
a lot of self-discipline for him and 
his crew to get all their Skylab as- 
signments completed. They man- 
aged this and then some. As the 
mission progressed they asked for 
more work and less free time. 
They wanted to stay up longer 
than the allotted 59 days. In the 
end they almost doubled the 


The spectacle of the repression 
of Russian writers and scientists 
by the regime in Moscow is 
peculiarly repellent in these days 
of U.S.-Soviet detente. 

The ‘‘news conference"’ called 
by the Soviet government at 
which two convicted dissenters 
were presented to the foreign 
press in order to recite their ‘‘con- 
fessions’’ reminded us of the Mos- 
cow trials of the Stalin era. 

At the same time, the prosecy- 
tors warned novelist Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn and physicist Andrei 
Sakharov that they may be ar- 
rested soon for their outspoken 
criticisms of the government's 
violations of human rights. 

Solzhenitsyn, winner of the 
Nobel Prize for literature, and 
Sakharov, who is credited with 
major responsibility for the scien- 
tifie development work behind 
Russia's H-bomb, have given ex- 
traordinary press conferences re- 
cently to Western journalists to 
make public their protests against 
their government’s repressive 
policies. 

It is evident that the rulers of 
the Kremlin have a major revolt 
of the intellectuals on their hands. 

The detente overshadows all of 
this. 

Whatever their motives — and 
it appears that fear of China is the 
main one — the Communist lead- 
ership of the USSR has agreed to 
negotiations with the United 
States toward ending the cold war 
and in¢reasing international 
trade. :

Space laboratory triumph brings challenge of additional frontiers 


planned experiment time in some 
areas. 

Skylab II has become a text- 
pook on zero gravity, both in its 
physiological effects and its po- 
tential for such industrial pro- 
cesses as welding and casting. 
Work performed as experiments 
on this mission could become part 
of the productive output of future 
‘space factories." ; 

Observations from Skylab's 
solar telescope should bring us 
closer to the day when the tre- 
mendous power of the sun may 
provide a major contribution to 
fulfilling the world’s energy 
needs. The astronauts have 
brought back data-from earth re- 
sources surveys that could lead to 
the end of famine in some coun- 
tries and the discovery of new 
mineral treasures in others, In 
one sweep over the jungles of 
Paraguay, Skylab acquired topo- 
graphical data that would have 
required 10 or 15 years to collect 
on the ground. 

It may be a long time before we 
can take the full measure of the 
accomplishments and signifi- 
cance of this Skylab mission. Jt is 
evident that man can live and 
work for extended periods: in 
space without serious deteriora- 
tion of his physical performance. 
Unless examination of the return- 
ing astronauts should prove 
otherwise, we can hope that un- 
certainties are clearing over the 
capability of man to inhabit and 
operate permanent space stations 
and undertake journeys of ex- 
traordinary distance away from 
his home planet. As with so many 
of our space flights, Skylab’s 
penetration of one frontier has 
brought still others into view, 
leaving us with both a triumph 
and a challenge. 


Soviet repression of writers recalls the Stalin era Moscow trials 


These are healthy steps toward 
amore stable peace, steps away 
from the brink of a total war 
which could blight the future of 
the entire human race. 

But the detente holds danger, 
less important but significant. As 
the Iron Curtain begins to slip, we 
on this side must guard against 
euphoria. The nature of the Rus- 
sian regime is not changing over- 
night. Its repressive characteris- 
tics go too far back into Russian 
history for that. We must keep our 
eyes wide open to reality. 

On the other side, the threat to 
the Russian rulers is that their 
grip on their society will be 
weakened as contacts with the 
West increase and external ten- 
sions in the West diminish. Obvi- 
ously, men like Solzhenitsyn and 
Sakharov have been encouraged 
to seek the minimum civil. rights 
of man. : 

We commend them for their 
courage. In a small way. all men 
who cherish freedom share their 
agony. We shrink from the spec- 
tacle when a government pillories 
its political prisoners. 

This is an ‘‘internal matter” 
which must not be allowed to in- 
terfere with the progress of larger 
international negotiations. But 
neither can it be forgotten. It cries 
out for attention. 

The steady pressure of world 
opinion will eventually be felt 
even in the Kremlin. A more open 
society in Russia would contribute 
substantially to the cause of world 


peace.

- Stricter rules for 
public water supply 


The Mlinois_ Environmental 
Protection Agency is drawing 
up new rules and_regulations 
which, if adopted, would require 
every public water supply in the 
state to be chlorinated. 

‘The new rules also propose 
tightening up on permissible 
levels of various substances in 
public water supplies and 
conceivably could require some 
Illinois communities to seek 
new water sources. 

Joh. Anderson, chief of the 
public water supply section of 
the state EPA, said the proposal 
is now in the final typing stage 
and is expected to go to Acting 
EPA Director John Marco 
within a few days. 

Then the bulky document — 
which will not only spell out the 
new rules and regulations the 
agency seeks to adopt, but must 
include all the rationale by 
which the recommendations 
were reached — will then go to 
the Pollution Control Board. 
The IPCB must conduct public 
hearings on the suggested new 
code. 

While the proposal makes 
some extensive changes, 
Anderson aid, it makes no real 
change in the “underlying 
concepts” on which the water 
supply section has operated in 
the past. 

Chiefly, he said, the adoption 
of federal drinking water. 
standards will give the EPA 
clearer guidelines for future use 
in determining whether a water 
source consistantly violates 
acceptable levels for materials 
which can be harmful if 
ingested over a long period. 

Some communities in nor- 
thern Illinois, such as Crystal 
Lake, have high levels of 
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barium in the water naturally, 
he said, while at least two other 
communities which he did not 
identify are regularly “right 
at’ the federal limit for 
aresenic. 

Presently, Anderson said, 
chlorination is required only for 
surface water supplies or others 
with a history of possible 
contamination such as some 
limestone wells 

If adopted, the new rules will 
require chlorination for all 
public water sources. He said 
the cost is not expected to be 
prohibitive — probably under 
$2,000 for small sources — and 
the equipment is not difficult or 
expensive to operate 

“Adding chlorine won't 
guarantee the safety of the 
water,” Anderson said, “but we 
feel it's an important step, 
providing another safeguard 
against contamination 

“From time to time we turn 
up water supplies, in routine 
testing, which have some 
contamination from a source we 
can't identify, and the problem 
usually clears up with tem- 
porary chlorination. The  in- 
cidents wouldn't occur in the 
first place if the water supply 
had been chlorinated.” 

For communities which may 
violate federal standards on 
dissolved solids, Anderson 
added, adoption of the new 
regulations wouldn't 
necessarily mean __ they 
automatically have to begin 
looking for new water sources. 

If the substance in question is 
not a real health risk, the 
community can petition for a 
variance from the Pollution 
Control Board which would 
allow the existing water source 
to continue in use.
